SANTA MONICA CITY COLLEGE HISTORY 


Santa Monica City College was established in September of 
1929, holding sessions in a few upstair rooms of Santa Monica 
High School, Then in 1931 the College moved across the street 
to the location on the old Garfield School site. 

In 1937 Santa Monica Technical School was founded on the 
Virginia Street campus, and in 1938 an Adult Evening School was 
established. 

The three divisions of the College were consolidated by 
action of the Board of Education in 1945, and became known as 
General, Adult, and Vocational Divisions. 

The College at the present time is operating on two campuses, 
the campus of the General Division comprising about 32 acres, and 
the Vocational Division campus of about 5} acres. The two cam- 
puses are on opposite sides of Pico Blvd. between 16th and 22nd 
streets. 

In September 1948, Corsair Field, the College stadium at 16th 
and Pearl Streets, was dedicated as the first structure of the new 
south campus. Ground breaking ceremonies took place for the first 
classroom units of the new City College plant in September, 1950, 
and in January, 1952, all classes except the science laboratories 


and Vocational classes were moved to the new campu: 


"ith the completion of the Science-Commerce building in Feb- 
urary 1953, all Adult Division and General Division classes and 


several Vocational Division classes were housed on the new campus. 


In 1/57, Aren three new Vocational Division buildings were finished 
more departments moved to the south campus. Also, to meet the 
needs of an increasing enrollment, a new student owned fountain 
was opened in April. 

In June, 1957, Santa Monica voters approved a $10,500,000 
bond issue to finance new buildings in the School District. Ear- 
marked for the College are ultra-modern gymnasium and enlargement 


of the present library and science facilities. 


CORSAIR FIELD 


Completed in April, 1948 and seating 8,000 spectators, 
Corsair Field is one of the most modern and well equipped 
football stadiums in the Southern California area, 

Corsair Field offers not only a playing field but a large 
practice field at the north end of the grounds, This is in 
sharp contrast to the old college field which had little grass 


and no goal posts.

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ATHLETIC DIRECTOR CURT YOUZL 


The athletic director of Santa Monica City College is 
Curtis "Curt" Youel, who replaced the retired James K. Cossmann 
in 1956. Youel is no stranger to SHCC sport fans, as he first 
came to City College in 1936 from Inglewood High School coaching 
duties. 

He served as football coach from 1936 through 1951, except 
during the war years. Youel was reared in Santa Ana and attended 
high school there before entering the University of Southern 
california. 

At USC, Youel played freshman basketball and baseball, but 
attracted most attention in football as center on Howard Jones! 
great "Thundering Herd" teams of 1931-32. Despite weighing only 
164 pounds, he gained mention on several All-American teams and 
was a star of the slaughter of Pittsburgh in the Rose Bowl game, 

After USC, he coached the lightweight football teams at 
Inglewood High for two years, before moving to Bucville where 
he has remained ever since. 

At SMCC he has coached virtually every sport ranging from 
football to basketball, baseball, golf, water polo, and gymnas- 
tios. 

As athletic director, Youel will also be stadium manager 
of Corsair Field which is the home field of SMCC, Santa Monica 


High School and St. Monica's High School. 


HEAD FOOTBALL COACH JIM POWERS 


HEAD POOTEALL COACH JIS PONTIS 


Jim Powers came to SMCC as head football coach in 1956 and 
coached City College to its first post season bowl game in his 
freshman year. 

Powers, a veteran of 1h years playing experience, compiled 
a 6-3-1 record for the '56 season. Powers has had a long and 
illustrious playing career with Beverly Hills High School, USC, 

San Francisco l9'ers and Fort Ord. 

He was a star quarterback in his high school and college days, 
setting several Pacific Coast Conference passing records at SC, 
some of which still stand. His greatest individual college game 
was played against Washington in 1949, when the Trojans trimmed 
the Huskies, 0-28. He completed 19 out of 26 passes for 296 
yards and three touchdowns that day. In addition, he tossed a 
total of 14 scoring aerials during the season. 

In high school "Mystic" Powers, as he was named at USC, won 
12 letters, three each in football, basketball, track, and baseball. 
He then lettered three times in football at 50. 

After his college career, Powers was drafted by the San 
Francisco 49'ers with whom he played four years. He became one 
of the outstanding defensive backs in the National Football League. 

After the 'S season he came to SMCC as an assistant coach, 
only to be drafted into the Army in the spring semester. He 
played the next two years at Fort Ord, and was appointed head foot- 
ball coach at SMCC upon his return, 

His teams use the T-formation with a split-end to one side 
and a flanker half to the other. However, he uses the tight T 


if the situation demands it.

ASSISTANT COACH CARL MULLSNEAUX 


Carl "Moose" Hulleneaux is handling the job of assistant 
coach to Head Coach Jim Powers. Mulleneaux joined the Corsair 
coaching staff in 195). 

Big '"iioose" has an outstanding background as a college 
athlete, a pro, and a coach, A native of Phoenix, liulleneaux 
graduated from Phoenix High where he lettered in the four major 
sports. He then moved to Utah State. 

At the campus he gained many honors as a letterman in 
football, basketball, and track. He received all-American mention 
while playing end. 

After eraduation in 1937, Mulleneaux, was invited to play in 
the annual East-West Shrine Game in 3an Francisco. In 1938 he 
joined the Green Bay Packers of the NFL and teamed with the great 
Don Hutson at the end spot. 

He was with the Packers until 1942 when he entered the 
Navy. He continued to play ball as a member of the Great Lakes 
Naval team. 

In 1945 he rejoined the Packers and was All-Pro for two con- 
secutive years. He retired after the 1946 season and joined the 
coaching staff at St, Lcuis University as line coach. For three 


years he was line coach at the University of Arizona, 


Mulleneaux also had tours of coaching duty with Texas Tech 


and Fullerton Junior College before his transfer to City College. 


LINE COACH JOHN J. JOSEPH 


John J. Joseph, who also coaches the SMCC swim team, has 
assumed the linecoaching duties of the Corsair grid team from 
Carl Mulleneaux. 

Joseph began his athletic career at Garfield High School 
where he was an outstanding all-around athlete. He won two letters 
each in basketball and track and four in football. In football he 
was named all-league player twice and in his senior year was named 
to the mythical all-city first eleven. 

Los Angeles City College was his next stop. There he was 
named on the All-Western Conference and All-Southern California 
Junior College first team as a tackle. A serious knee injury cut 
short his promising football career but it didn't stop him from 
winning threo Rugby letters while at UCLA. 

At LACC in 1916, Joseph played on the Cub team that tied 
Santa Monica 0-0. The coach of that Corsair team was Curt Youel, 
now athletic director hero. After five years in the Navy and one 
as assistant coach at LAC, Joseph came to Santa Monica where he 
took over duties as swimming coach. 

Johnny has had an outstanding record at CC. Since 1952 his 
teams have dropped only three dual meets to conference foes and 
they have won three conference championships. The Corsair swimmers 
have always been in the top five in the state, and in 1955 the 


Joseph's men missed first place in the state by a narrow margin. 


III: RECORDS SECTION 


1956 SEASON IN REVIEW 


SANTA MONICA 20, VENTURA 


SMCC lived up to its advance billing in the season opener 
and rolled to an oasy 20-0 victory at Ventura, First string 
quarterback Lee Grosscup threw three TD passes, two to his 
favorite receiver Boyd Carter and the other to end Bill Thompson. 
Penalties hurt tho Corsairs as they had five touchdowns called 
back. Tho Bucs completely dominated the game, this being shown 
by the fantastic total of 410 yards net offense. The Corsairs 
on the other hand had held Ventura to a mere 95 net yards, 


SANTA MONICA 32, SACRAMENTO O 


With their first home game of the season came the Bucs second 
victory of the campaign, Theycompletely outclassed visiting 
Sacramento, 32-0. Again the passing of Grosscup told the tale. 
Grosscup threw three TD passes, two of them to Cartor. Sub 
quarterback Bill Hinderer threw another, On one of the Carter- 
Grosscup combinations there was not a single defender within 20 
yards of Cartur. Again the Bucs were on the long end of the 
stats, gaining 2 total of 375-132 net yards. 


SANTA MONICA 12, LONG BEACH 6 


After getting off to a slow start in the LBCC clash, SMCC 
showed some of the spark that had won them two in a row. The 
Vikes scored first when Folix Mallet intercepted a Grosscup pa: 
and returned it to the 3anta Monica 17 yardline. Dick Romo then 
scored in two plays. Second string quarterback, Jim St. Clair, 
came into the game for SMCC and on the first play threw a short 
aerial to Thompson who shook off would-be tacklers and ran for 
tho score. The play covering 43 yards. Tho final tally came when 
Grosscup miraculously escaped being trapped for a large loss when 
he was back to pass. Ho let fire with a perfect strike to Carter 
in the end zone for the score. 


BAKERSFIELD 29, SANTA MONICA 6 


An old nemesis for the Corsnirs in the person of Bakersfield 
College invaded Corsair Field. Taking advantage of Buc miscues 
and the breaks, the Renegades scored wildly in the second half to 
knock the Corsairs from the unbeaten ranks, SMCC's only score 
c^me when fullback Dick Kurtz plunged thres yards for a touchdown 
capping off a 79-yard drive. Bakersfield scored on a 79-yard 
kickoff return, an 66-yard pass interception, and a 6-yard drive 
fo.4owing an SMCC fumble to highlight its scoring. 


SEASON REVIZW CONT. 


SANTA MONICA 2h, LA HARBOR 7 


In their annual Homecoming gama tho Bucs returned to the 
winning trail by outclassing ^ scrappy Harbor toam, 24-7. SMCC 
scored twice in the second quarter and once each in the third 
and fourth periods. Johnny Harris rambled 18 yards for the first, 
Jim Hansen plunged 2 yards for the second, Carter scored on a 
49-yard pass and run from St. Clair, and bronie Coffee plunged 
7 yards for the final tally. 


SANTA MONICA 13, VALLEY 13 


SMCC dominated play throughout the game with the exception 
of two Valley drives, one early in the first quarter and the 
other in the third stanza. Fullback Tommy Uyeda of Valley scored 
first, but the Bucs came back to knot it up on on 11-yard Carter- 
Grosscup pass play. Halfback Arnie Jinokur score the final TD 
for the Bues on a pitchout. Valley thon scored again to tie gamo 
at 13-13, which was the way it ended. 


SANTA MONICA 21, EAST LA 13 


The Lucs! next opponent was the big and rugged Huskies from 
East LA. SMCC proceded to roll up two quick scores on the surprise 
Play of the yoor for SNCO fans. rosscup let fly with two tnckle- 
eligible serials to Cliff Katz, one for [1 and the other for 19 
yards and paydirt. The Huskics only scores came on Corsair miscues, 
as two funblos sot up both East LA scores, Tho clincher for the 
Bucs came on a St. Clair to Carter aerial to put the win in the 
Corsair's pocket.

tacklers for the score.

Picked to play in its first post-season bowl game 3MCC again 
met Vallsy College» "cre, again missed conversions cost the Bucs 
the game, It was a rouzh battle on hard Lancaster Field. SMCC 
held on to a slim 12-6 lead in the fourth period when Valley put 
together its first drive of the gamo and went on the score. The 
conversion was good and the final score was Valley 13, Santa Monica 
12, a tough loss, 3MOC's final season record onded with six wins, 
three losses and one tie.

One of the most popular coaches at 5120 is coach Henry "Brud" 
Cleaveland, former Ohio State diving champion. Brud coaches the 
water polo team in the fall and the cymnastics teams during the 
spring semester. 

Coach Cleaveland was born and reared in Cleveland, and was 
graduated from Ohio State in 1940. 

In 1930 he won the senior AAU state of Ohio diving crown off 
the three-meter board. In 1939 he captured the junior national 
diving cron, and in 19,0 he added the senior Central States 
championship. 

His background includes stays at Ohio Wesleyan, UCLA and the 
Navy. He was in the Navy from 1311 to 1945 after spending two 
years at vesleyan as swimming and track coach. In 1947 he was a 
member of the UCLA coaching staff. He coached swimming and water 
polo at Eruinville. 

Cleaveland came to Santa Monica City College in 195l and has 
utilized his knowledge of swimming and gymnastics to mold better 
teams each year. 

One of Coach Cleaveland's finest sports moments came during 
his Navy stay at Fearl Harbor. It was a triangular meet for the 
service swimming and diving championships. Included in the diving 
competition was T-Bone Martin, NCAA titlist from Michigan in 1941, 
plus several other top collegiate diving stars. Brud not only beat 
T-Bone, but the rest of the field as well, and the Navy went on to 


trim the Army and the Marines for the championships.
